Each entry in the bibliography is listed in three ways. In Section 1, citations 
alphabetically by author's last name (or title in the absence of a cited author) and ident 
citation number in the far left column. Words in parentheses below the title are included 
purposes. 

Section 2 rearranges the same material by a Key Word in Context (KV^'IC) index. T 
all authors alphabetically by last name. In addition, keyuwds in the title and in parent! 
title are alphabetically indexed. For example:

and University-affiliated. The indexed words align down the center of the page. The rest 
printed on the line as space permits. Because the computer prints the same number of char^ 
line, some lines begin or end with a word fragment. The complete title may be found throuj 
number in the left hand column. 

Section 3 presents a shoit listing according to the source of the reference, giv: 
citation number. Articles are organized by abbreviated journal titles. 

The bibliography is part of the National Institutes of Health computer retrieval 
capable of continuous updating.
